As to the indemnity question, Mr. 

Russia has 
levied and collected big indemnities 
from other Powers, but she has never 
paid indemnities herself, and even 
though the Czar be willing, even 
though France be ready to lend the 
money, the Grand-Dukes will never 
allow’any large sum to pass beyond 
their reach.” 

In the extremity in which Russia 
ie now, with serious discontent at 
home, and with no one willing to 
lend her money until she makes 
peace with Japan, we do not imagine 
that she is not really anxious to agree 
with her adversary. The telegrams 
published to-day as to the condition 
of affairs in the Black Sea fleet, the 
only fleet which Russia has left, are 
another indication of the hopeless 
condition into which the Czar’s 
dominions, through sheer misgovern- 
ment, have fallen. That Russia 
has still all the elements neces- 
sary to make her again reully, 
and not merely apparently, a 
Great Power, we know; but it will 
take years for a complete reform in 
her Government to be constituted 
on a sold and permanent basi, and 
that reform cannot be achieved while 
she is still engaged in a great war. 
The Czar has to be brought, volun- 
tarily or by intimidation, to consent 
to that reform ; at present he is not 
beyond.the stage of “letting I dare 
not wait upon I would;” what he 
gives with his right hand to-day he 
takes away with bis left hand to- 
morrow. That he must give way 
sooner or later is certain; and for 
himself and his country, the sooner

Marshal Oyama’s operations in 
Manchuria have not been stopped or 
checked by any reports of peace 
negotiatiogs or @ possible armistige, 
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It is the forces of nature that have 
necessitated there being so little of 
interest for the news-gatherers at the 
front. Continuous dust storms, render- 
ing observation impossible, have been 
followed by the advent of the rains, 
when gun-carriages, and ammunition 
waggons, and commissariat carts are 
practically immovable. Under such 
conditions the northward advance of 
the five or six Japanese armies that 
are gradually approaching the Russian 
lines between Changchun and Vladi- 
vostock, must be very slow, but 
almost every day brings us news of a 
slight advance, and every slight 
advance brings us nearer the great 
blow that Oyama will strike when 
the rains are over. After long wait- 
ing, the Japanese detachment in 
North Corea has begun to move, and 
has already driven the Russians 
to the other side of the Tumen; 
when the sapanese follow them, they 
will be actually in Russian territory. 
For the first time, we were about to 
write; but there are rumours that a 
Japanese force has already landed 
north of Vladivostock, to complete 
the investment of that fortress, 
“There is no certainty, of ? 
says the “Japan Daily Mail, 
the Japanese entertain any intention 
of crossing the Tumen, or of attacking 
the Possiet Bay forts,” which are 
only some twenty miles from the 
Tumen, “but such operations would 
be a natural sequel of the command 
of the sea finally won by Togo in the 
recent great battle. From Possiet 
Bay to Vladivostock there is an 
interval of 100 miles, and from 
Possiet Bay to the neatest part of 
the railway the distance is 85 miles. 
It is quite within the range of 
possibilities that interesting and im- 
portant developments may soon be 
witnessed in this part of the field, 
though it is also possible that the 
Japanese plan may not extend beyond 
the expulsion of the Russians from 
Corean soil.” We do not think, 
however, that the Japanese are goin; 
to remain quiescent on the lefo Dank 
of the ‘Tumen, though they may have 
to waib till their movement fits in 
exactly with Marshal Oyama’s great 
plan, 

‘The disorganisation of the Russian 
fleet was given by Count Lamsdorff 
to Sir Charles Hardinge as at excase 
for the “isolated” case of the sinking 
of the St, Kilda, Before that, how- 
ever, we had the sinking of the 
Oldhamia, and since we have had the 
sinking of the Tetartos, Ikhona, and 
Prinsesse Marie, The Dnieper, Rion,’ 
Terek, and Kuban are now regularly 
commissioned ships in the Russian 
navy and no amount of disorganisa- 
tion will excuse the acts of rank and’ 
wanton piracy that the commanders 
of at least three of these vessels have 
been committing, in defiance. we are 
asked to believe, of the orders they 
received from St. Petersburg. There 















can be little doubt now about the 


fate of the Qldhamia, for the latest 
authentic news of her was that she 
was proceeding to Vladivostock, 
escorted by the Kuban and Terek 
formerly German ‘Atlantic liners), 
and as both these vessels have been 
since operating in southern waters, 
it is evident that they did not take 
the Oldhamia very far. The British 
Government has most courteously 
agreed to sead British cruisers to 
intercept these pirates, but if Lord 
Palmerston had been Prime Minister 
he would doubtless have dispatched 
our cruisers, but it would not have 
been to ask them in gentle tones to 
go home and not do it again.

SKIRMISHING IN 
MANCHURIA. 
Tokio, 23rd June. 

In is officially reported that the 


situation at the front on the 21st was 
as follows: 


In the Yehhoching district, on 
the Kaiyuan-Kirin ad, over a 
thousand Russians from Wangkoutse- 
kou marched westward, pressing the 
Japanese back to Hsiangchén, when 
they were in turn repulsed with 
heavy losses, and were being pursued 
by the Japanese main force from 
Weiynsopitumen. The Russian force 
consisted of about three battalions of 
infantry, four squadrons of cavalry, 
and twelve guns and was marching 
te the east of the Kirin Road, while a 
detachment on the westward of the 
road ually appeared on the 
heii Mgrerendh "Bhapengan and 
Lichiawun, five miles to the north- 
east of Nauchintse. The artillery 
occupying the south-eastern height 
of Lienhuachieh opened a bombard- 
ment on the neighbouring Japanese, 
who engaged them for some hours 
and repulsed them. The Japanese

THE YELLOW PERIL 
BOGEY AGAIN. 


26th Tune. 

Ir is an open secret that a 
vigorous effort. is being made by 
Russian sympathisers to reopen a 
campaign in the Far Enstern Press 
against the Yellow Peril. Even the 
German Emperor, who was at one 
time so strenuous in his denun- 
ciations of the Yellow Peril, in 
speeches, and by pen and pencil, 
has, since Japan has shown herself a 
great military and naval Power, 
consigned this time-worn bogey to 
the lumber room. ‘I'he Russians, 
defeated and discredited by land 
and sea, have before them now the 
prospect of the unplessant half-hour 
when the bill has to be paid; and 
they hope by parading the Yellow 
Peril Bogey and getting a portion 
of the Press to bang the big drum 
in front of it, to get some of the 
Powers at any rate, whose fears may 
be more effective with them than 
their knowledge, to come to Rus- 
sia’s assistance and, in what is re- 
presented to them to be their own 
interest, aid in depriving Jupan of 
some of the fruits of her well-earned 
success. ‘There is no genuine fear 
in Russia, whatever there may be in 


this great war which we trust is now 
drawing to a close, she will certainly 
make a great step forward, as Ger- 
many did after 1871 ; but it is absurd 
to su that she can monopolise, 
with her resources in case cael 
money, the whole trade of China. 
‘That she will even succeed in Japan- 
ising China is most improbable. 
Throughout the history of China, 
every tribe or nation that has invad- 
ed China and not been expelled, has 
been absorbed in China and become 
Chinese. Great and persistent 
efforts have been made by the Man- 
chu Emperors, since the last con- 
ques, to, Keep up the distinction 
between Manchus and Chinese, but 
they have failed. China, conquered 
herself, has slowly but permanently 
conquered her conguerors, until to- 
day the Emperor Kuang Hsa him- 
self is recognised as one of the best 
Chinamen in China. The Japanising 
of China means the uplifting of this 
Empire by the spread of Western 
enlightenment and civilisation ; and 
avery step that Japan makes China 
take in this direction means a step 
in the direction of a greater love 
of liberty and independence in 
China, The Chinese will not be un- 
grateful to theic Japanese teuchers, 
‘but they will learn from them, with 
other things, to insist on observing 
the motto “China for the Chinese,” 
not “China for the Japanese.” ‘The 
intelligence and common sense that 





other nations, of the Yellow Peril. 
‘The object of the new campaign is 
simply to persuade some other 
Powers to help Russia in getting the 
terms of the peace that she must 
have made as easy as possible ; and 
when peace is onoe arranged, Russia 
+ will cultivate a warm Aeoaship for 
Japan, will discard the Yellow Peril 
Bogey altogether, and will be in- 
genuously astonished that it ever 
should have imposed on anyone, 
“Tet the Powers who have posses- 
sions in Asia and the Asiatic islands 
still turn pale at the thought of the 
Yellow Peril,” she will say ; “ Siberia 
is not an Asiatic possession, but an 
integral part of Russia ; and Japan is 
not going to-attack Siberia,” 
he “frat danger is supposed 
to be that the Japanese will 
overrun and reorganise China, will 
capture the whole of her trade, and 
make China so strong that she will 
become, under Japanese leadership, » 
menace to the rest of the world. 
Her motto is supposed to be “ Asia 
for the Asiatics ;” and when in the 
dim distance the last foreign steamer 
has taken back to Europe or America 
the last foreign resident, the whole 
trade of Asia with the West, if Asia 
has still any wants that Japan cannot 
supply, will be done by steamers 
built in Nasagaki and flying the flag 
of the Rising Sun, according to the 
Yellow Peril-phobes. Although it will 
doubtless take Japan some years to 


the Japanese Emperor and statesmen 
have Kisplayed~“much to the sur- 
prise of many foreignerg who thought 
they knew them well—ever since the 
Restoration, intelligence and common 
sense which have raised them in less 
than forty years from a condition of 
feudal isolation to the position of 
‘one of the Great Powers, will not be 
overwhelmed by their military 
success, for this success has not 
come to them, as it has to Western 
Powers generally, as a surprise, but 
was fully anticipated when, after 
Russia’s contemptuous treatment of 
her ten years ago, Japan began 
‘steadily to prepare for the great con- 
flict in which her action has startled 
the world, Foreigaera in Japan 
have wondered at the calmness with 
which the Japanese have accepted 
their unbroken series of victories ; 
but they knew beforehand that they 
were going to prick the Russian 
bubble as they pricked the Chinese 
bubble ten years ago. 

There are people, like our corres- 
pondent “ W. H.” this morning, who 
seem to honestly believe that the 
ambitions of Japan are unbounded. 
They are becoming, we are asked to 
believe, a menace to Indo-China, to 
India, to Netherlands India, Aus- 
tralia, and the Philippines. All the 
Asiatic possessions of Western 
Powers are threatened, we are told. 
Our flesh is to be made to creep, as 





it never crept before. We are not 


recover from the strain and stress of| told whether these dependencies of 





the West are to be gobbled up by 
Japan separately or simultaneously. 
If separately, are we to suppose that 
the other Powers will stand round, 
fascinated, while the possession of 
each one of their number is gobbled 
upin its turn? If simultaneously, 
where is Japan to find the men or 
the money for such an exploit? Will 
America lend her the money to 
carry on the absorption of Indo- 
China, or England float a loan for her 
to capture the Phillipines? These 
are not the countries to which Japan 
wants to send her surplus population, 
It must be remembered that much 
of Japan's commercial success in 
Okina is due largely to the cheap- 
ness of her labour. The military in- 
structors and the teachers and pro- 
fessors of all kinds that she has sent 
in such numbers to China have been 
welcome because of the much lower 
salaries they have been willing to 
accept than foreigners, and the fact 
that they can live much more cheaply ; 
but these discrepancies will redress 
themselves as Japan becomes re- 
cognised as a Great Power, and her 
ability to compete with other West- 
ern Powers will become less unequal. 
They will undoubtedly have to 
bostir themselves to keep up with 
her, but that she will be strong 
enough in the near or distant future 
to drive them out of Asia is a wild 
dream, and there is no probability of 
her trying it.

We referred in our previous article 
on the May issue of this “Journal” 
to President’s Roosevelt’s recommen- 
dation to Congress to establish in 
Shanghai a District Court of the 
United States for China and Corea, 
There is one paragraph in Mr. 
Assistant Secretary Peirce’s report, 
which ought to be sufficient to in- 
fluence Congress to remedy what 
Mr. Peirce does not hesitate to de- 
signate as “a crying evil.” He says: 
“Bat, in any event, the duties of the 
Consul in relation to the interests of 
our Government in China and all 
those other duties which devolve 
upon him demand too large a share 
of his time and attention to permit 
him to exercise that careful consider- 
ation of the cases which come before 
him judicially in such a manner as 
the proper administration of justice 
requires. While, on the whole, in 
many cases our Cousuls have admin- 
istered a certain rough and ready 
justice in a spirit of excellent com- 
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mon sense, on the othcr hand there 
have been many complaints on this 
score, which, however, there exists 
no provision of the law, as it now 
stands, to remedy, and in some cases 
there can be no doubt that Consuls 
have taken advantage of the s:tuation 
to wield a despotic authority over 
American citizens in defianze of their| 
rights,and in other cases Consuls have 
gone so far as to adjudicate affairs of 
subjects of the Emperor of China.”

MR. HOBSON ON THE

1s the system that has been gradual- 
ly built up by the Inspector-General 
that these annual reports, by whom- 
ever they are signed, are always full 
of the eame interes’ and information, 
the reports of our present well-tried 
and popnl.r Com.nissioner, Mr. H. 
E. Hobson, being in the highest c'ass. 
He begins his report for 1904 by tell- 
ing us that “the year 1904 opened 
with a gloomy cutlook generally. 
The war c'ouds, which had been 
athering in the latter part of 1903, 
Er trons disappearing from the 
horizon, considerably thicken'd in 
January, and finaly burst early in 
February, when war broke ou} 
between Russia and Japan. ‘The 
news arrived here just on the eve of 
Chinese New Year, and serious 
difficulties were apprehended on set- 
ving day. Nothing unusual, how- 
occurred, and the otmino 
looking crisis passe! off much more 
ensily than could have been anticipas- 
ed, “In fact, the war which is raging 
in the North does not seem to affect 
the natives of the cen’ral and south- 
etn provinces to any particular 
degree; and, notwithstanding the 
disiocation of the traffic with New- 
chwang, Manchuria, and the Lino- 
tung Peninsula, the returns, both 
fiscal and statistical, are far from ex- 
hib't'ng unsatisfactory results. The 
gross value of the trade was Hk, Ts, 
405,000,000, and the net value, Hk. 
‘Tis. 145,000,000, showing increases 
of 53.8 millions and 26.6 millions, 
respectively, over the figures for 1903, 
Reference to the table of ‘Values’ 
readily shows that 
recorded under all 
healings.” 

Th» total Customs revenue, Hk. 
Tis. 10,828,438, was reduced by the 
large number ‘of drawbacks paid, 
amounti g to 1} millions, including 
more than half-a-miilion taels’ worth 
of o'd drawbacks, which have now 
been all cleared off. Th re were 
issued during the year 274,068 draw- 
back certificates, of an approximate

selves out of the through rate from 
New Yok, or wherever the goods 
s‘arted from, Business, on the whole 
was satisfactory to the native dealers, 
who must have made enormous 
profits the greater part of the year, 
netting in numerous cases as 
much ns 20 to 30 taels a ba‘e over 
cost. But they had their reverses 
tov, through  miscalculativg the 
course of exchange and the sudden 
collapse in co'ton, which took them 
quite by surprise and threatens to 
make great inroads into their earn- 
ings. As f.r as importers are con- 
orrned, they have undoubtedly dene 
we'lon paper, it remaining to be 
seen how they will come out with 
their vast forward commitments. 
Record prices prevailed for cotton 
goods even from first hand”—Mr.

MR. HOBSON ON THE 
TRADE OF SHANGHAI 
IN 1904.

THE exports to which Mr. Hobson 
draws attention are raw cotton, 
silk, straw braid, and tea. The total 
shipments abroad of native produce 
were some thirty per c-nt larger! 
than in the previous year, while the 
increase in raw cotton was fifty- 
five per cent, Jzpan a'one taking’ 
tore than a million piculs (60,060 
tons), the price from April to August, 
that is, before the new crop came 
in, rising to Tls, 22 per picul. The 
other staples in which there was u 
notable’ increase were hides, white 
raw si!k, wild silk, and sheep's wool. 
But the silk crop was a poor one—for| 
the third consecutive year below the 
average, and a bumper crop in Japyn 
made it difficult for China silk to 
compete in the Wes'ern markets, 
‘As regards straw braid, of which 
China ouce had the mon»poly, Mr. 
Hobson t:lls once more the story of| 
the dishonesty of the Chinese pro- 
dacer, I is a commonplace that 
the integrity uf the Chinese mer- 
chant is above suspicion, while the

about a million taels.

“The year has been a profitable one,” 
he says, “for the river and. coast 
lines, aad the down-river trade has 
been exceptionally good, the quantity 
of cargo offering frequently exceed- 
ing the carrying capacity of the 
regular boats.” ‘Bo ‘those who have 
not been up the river for some time, 
a trip to Hankow and back now

My 
Own reasons for voting against the scheme 
were, first, that I fet certsin it would 
not come off, and second, because I am 
of opinion that this great business should 
be managed in Shan :hai, and I had my own 
ideas as to the motives that prompted the 
scheme. We have had a striking object 
lesson lately of what may happen to 6 
China Company when it gots into the 
hands of a London syndicate in the case 
of the Kaiping Colliery ; and I may allude 
gently to a certain Shipping Company 
which is managed in London without 
isfactory results to local share- 
However, the statement about 
the definite offer had the effect of boom- 
ing the shares up from less than Tis. 160 
to Tis. 195, a result of course entirely un- 
foreseen by Mr. Twentyman, and he had a 
trip home at the expense of the company. 

















From what I have said it is clear that 
our business has been deteriorating. Now 
Ifind that the tonnage of the vessels 
entering Shanghai has increased by near- 
ty a million tons since 1901, and I thivk 
ita fair proposition that the prosperity 
of a well-managed Dock Company should 
be in some sort of ratio to the amount of 
shipping frequenting the and when 
we tiud our profits diminishing with an 
increase in the shipping, it would seem 
that there is something seriously wrong 
with the management. And a vory ox- 
pensive management it is. I believe I 
am correct in stating that the Directors’ 
salaries amount to about Tis, 80,000 per 
annum; which at the present rate of 
exchange is over £10,000 a year. 
ought to be organised ou the same lines 
as other successful Dotk Companies, for 
instance, the Hongkong and Whampoa 
Company. Wo should have one M. 
ing Director or Superintendent drawing 
goul salary, a secretary and the necessary. 
staff, with a foroman at the head of each 
epartinent, dockmasters, ote., aud wo 
should then havea Board of outside 
Directors elected from the 
Shipping Companies who give us work, 
aud drawing the usunl fees. With such 
an organisution we should, without losing 
efliciency, reduce the expenses of mi 
agement to about one-half of what it 
present, and y Tis. 40,000 a year. 
In criticising the mavagement I foel I am 
on delicate ground, as I havg no desire to 
damage your property and My own, and I 
must resist the temptation to go into 
detail, It is common knowledgo that 
business has been driven away, and work 
which should have been secured for our 
company has been taken elsewhere, I 
need only refer to the caso of the 
“Pembrokeshire” as an instance of what 
I mean. Ex uno disce omnes. I wish also 
to mention the case of the “Miinchen.” 
‘The purchase of this vessel at a low figuro 
was reasonably expected to yield us a 
handsome profit, whereas the short-sight- 
ed policy of our Directors has involved. 
us in 8 loss which is estimated at no, less 
than Tis. 100,000, that is including the 
expenses of the vessel while on our hands. 
The mention of these two cases is suffici- 
ent for my purpose. ‘There is another 
point to which I desire to call your 
erious attention.

It was 
the Port Arthur army which crushed in 
he Russian right and turned the defeat 
nto a rout, ‘The Japinese fleet was able 
to dock for necessary repairs and then met 
the Baltic Fleet with the result all knew. 
Up to that time for eleven m nthe 
the fleet had spent a wearying time 
at sea, night and before Port 
Arthur, and it was a matter of abso: 
lute necessity for them to go into dock 
and refit before meeting the fleet which 
was, on paper, so powerful. It was there- 
fore very important, and Mr. Pavlow 
recoguised it, that Port Arthur should bo 
able to continuo its defence. Part of the 
negotiations between Mr. Pavlow and 
Government had boen read to the 
jury, and of couree the whole scheme 
was ‘approved by the Russian Govern- 
meut and authorities.

Considering that your estim 
cost of it was ‘Taels 400,000, was it not 
worth while to mention it as part of the 
‘scheme ?—Cortainly. 

Was that the scheme referred to in 
this letter ?—No. The Samson was not 
suitable for laying cable ; cable laying 
requires a special steamer; the Samson 
might lay five yards perhaps. 

But you could hardly borrow the Great 
Northern Company's cable steamer under 
circumstances like these ?—No, but a 
good big junk could do it; we had 
experts to see Mr. Paviow, but the scheme 
was dropped.

It could not be more pro-Russian. (The 
witness apparently made confusion hero 
with some other journal.)

hai ?—With the exception of $3,000 or 
$4,000 a month it was not 

‘Did the cable schemo fall through ?— 
Yes. 

Then the object with which the Samson 
was bought was simply that she might 
get into Port Arthur aud more or less 
find out the state of the garrison and 
other things ?—Correct, but not exact in 
regard to * other things.” 

‘Was the object simply to find ont the 
state of the garrison ?—It would not be 
reasonable not to find out as much as 
possible about the state of the garrison, 
but the real reason for sending her was 
to find out about hospital needs.

What was the cost of the Samson ?— 
Tis. 105,000 nominally, Tis. 95,000 actu- 
ally. 

Was it not a little more than that 
nominally ?—Certainly not, as I should 
hare had to pay anything beyond out of 
my own pocket. 

“The total price paid was Tis. 105,000 ? 
—Yee and Tis. 10,000 was refunded. 

That Tis. 95,000 was paid by whom?

From me.

But I think you said Mr. Pavlow was 
the man who was to conduct all the 
financial arrangements connected with 
the scheme and was so authorised from 
home ?—He refused to do anything, and 
80 1 went to the aighest finantial authori- 
ty in China. 

‘You state in a letter that your servicer 
were volunteered ?—I never got paid for

You also said you were under no 
obligation to anyone ; then why are you

About October of last yoar hw revived 
ruction from Baron Ward tu purcnas» 
a large tug, and he ascertained that the 
Samson was for saleand that e:.0 was a 
suteble boat. He arranged the rice 
with the owners at Tis. 105,000, but tho 
actual price was Ts, 95,000. ‘Iho bill of 
sale was made out for Tis. 105,000, but 
he was told that the sum of Tis. 19,000 of 
that was required. Witness was told by 
Baron Ward what the boat was tobe 
used for. He handed Baron Ward 
Tis, 5,000 in cash. He could not get 
Tis. 10,000 in cash at that time, Ho 
sont monoy later to’ Mr. Pavow in au 
ordinary business envelope in notes, and 
it was signed for by him. The amount 
that he sent to Pavlow was ‘Tis. 2,000, 
Previous to recei instructions to 
purchase the Samson witness had received 
instructionsto submit suitable steamers 
and this he endeavoured to do. Thi 
was iu the latter part of September, and 
Ward was then at Tioutsin, Tho matter 
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dropped for a while, aud then on the 8th 
of November witness saw Ward. That 
was on the day that he returned from 
Chefoo. Witness sxw Baron Ward again 
on the same day and was with him nearly 
all night at work on the specifications of 
the medical stores. On the next day 
Ward gave him instructions to purchase 
the medical stores. Witness expressed a 
doubt as to whether so large a quantity 
could be purchased in the required time 
—three weeks—but said that he would let 
Ward know, and promised to endeavour 
to provide ship, and ‘he telegraphed on 
the 10th to Japan to purchase the 
Edendale. The Edendale arrived in 
Shanghai about five days later, the pur- 
chase being made through Messrs. Moller 
Bros. The Edendale was to be fitted 











as a hospital ship and witness was 
to deliver her at Port Arthur. 
Tho price for her to be de- 
livered at Port Arthur was to be 


$200,000, or roughly about Tis. 150,000. 
Witness ‘submitied a list of the medical 
stures with the prices to Baron Ward after 
he had made enquiries, and the total value 
of the list that he xunitt d was abvut 
Tis.

"Oo or about the 
26th of November he heard that Ward 
could not take h r over and he had a letter 
from him to that effect ‘itness wrote on 
the same day to Ward on the question 
of his inability to take over the Edendale 
and then Ward informed witness officially 
as to who his principal was. Witness 
went and saw the plaintiff on the 27th of 
November. A lengthy interview followed 
and Pavlow spoke of the dealings that he 
had had with Ward.

Why should Ward interest himself in the 
despatch of the Samson if it was only for 
Bennet Burleigh to go to Port Arthur?

‘There was a letter of the 14th 
of November that the jury would remem- 
ber which was in French, and it approved 
of the whole scheme which had received 
the sanction of His Imperial Majesty the 
Caar, and that letter was confirmed by a 
telegram from Count Lamsdorff. Why did 
Mr. Pavlow purchase all these medical 
goods if they were not going to be sent in 
this hospital ship?

Mr. Pavlow admitted that the vessel’ was 
required to take these medical stores over 
to Port Arthur, and he also admitted 
that the sum of Tis, 400,000 had been 
alluded to in connection with the cost of 
this scheme. 

Mr. Wilkinson—You say that he admit- 
ted Tis. 400,000, when ? 

His Lordship—The note is this, 
sum of Tis. 400,000 was mentioned as the 
cost of the undertaking if he should go 
there.” 

“Mr. Phillips—Tls. 400,000 was admitted 
by Mr. Pavlow as the cost of the pur- 
chase of the Samson, Kdendale, and 
medical stores. 

His Lordskip—H. “It 
was not arranged to purchase the ship. 
It was not arranged as Tis. 400,000 at the 
time of the purchase of the Samson, but 
Tis. 135,000 was arranged to be the’ cost 
of supplier.” 

Continuing his address to the jury, Mr.

‘The plaintiffs, not- 
withstanding an insurazce on two policies 
with the defendants, and a policy at the 
Hongkong Fire fosurance Company, 
obtained, afew days before the fire, 
fourth policy in the Wester Insurance 
Company, the agents for whish were 
Mowers. ‘Meyerink & Co. According to 
condition twelve of their policies with the 
defendants, the plaintiff at the time of 
effecting i ive notice of any 
previous insurance with any pther com: 
Panj, and when effecting any farther in- 
Jiradce they must give notice thereof so 
thet particulars be endorsed on the policy: 
A few days before this fire there were 
three policies on the property, two with 
the Butta and one with the 
kong Fire Company for Tis. 5,000, 
thom a further risk was taken for the 
premises with tha Western Insurance Cor 
Dany for Tis. 3,000. In spite of tho 
Pondition on the policy, not only did the 
fnsured not give notice to the compauies 
in which he was previous'y insured of this 
other policy, but he did not do so even 
after the fire cither in writing or verbally 
This was shortly the defence with regard 
to double insurance With regard to 
fraud, nccording to the insurance laws the 
question of fraud was rather peculiar, — If 

fasured person made reckless cl 
i insurance company, those claiws could 
be rejected completely. 

Evidence was then called.

Mr. Wilkinson—There is no trouble 


about the Hongkong Fire Insurance, as’ 


that is endorsed on the policies ; it is only 
the Western. 

Witness continued that he told Wong 
that there was a further risk with the 
Western Insurance Cv. and that thxt 
might result in a repudiation of the claims 
on his (witness’) company. Wong said 
the policy with the Western was taken 
out by mistake and that he was not going 
to make a claim. Clause seven of the 
policies said that the iusured must give 
written particulars of his los immedintely 
after a ‘The Ching Wo bong had not 
done 30, but simply claimed Tis, 12 500 
verbally. Witness asked Wong for particu- 
lars of the claim.

Cross-examined.—Condition four was a 
usual one. Witness did not know that no 
payment of premium had been made on 
the Western Oo's policy. ‘When the Ching 
Wo hong went to him drst it was to renew 
policies and he believed the risk was about 
the same as on the present two. The 
stock, ab the time of the issue of the 
policies, was inspected Ly witness and he 
was satisfied. Ihis was at the Nanking 
Road shop, but the scene of the fire 
was Fokien Road, to which premises 
plhintiff ad removed and on which 
he had p id an extra premium of Tis. 38 77 
Witness's com, lore told wituess that the 
fire was “suspicious” the morniug after it 
occurred. He did not try to got outof his 
policy on the suspicion that it was n case 
of arson, bat he did put the police in 
charge of the shop pending enquiries as to 
what insurances there were. As the result 
of the enquiries made, it was deci.tet to 
repudiate the claim and then the police 
left. the premises, He told his com- 
pradore to notify plaintiffs that the

pany would not pay, The stock was 
valued after the fire. This was while the 
police were in charge. 

In reply to His Lordship, wituess said 
the police were in charge for two w 
afier the fire. It was unusual for the 
premium to be paid immedia‘ely on the 
issue of a policy. ‘The premium was 
usually paid within a month. 

Mr. Teesdsle asked that the plaintiff 
might put in some evidence to show his 
claim. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson said if fraud was proved, 
then it did no: matter whether the plain- 
tiff clximed one-half or one-third uf the 
amount of the policies. 

His Lordship said Mr. Teesdale had 
claimed fraud and Mr, Wilkinson asked 
for particulars of fraud. Why did not 
‘Mr. Teesdale then ask for particulars of 
the claim ? 

Mr. Wilkinsen ssid defendants must 
show that the amount of stuck was not on 
the premises. 

Mr E. Q. Ovoper, «f Messrs, L. Moore 
& Co., was then called. He stated that he 
was an insurance appraiser and went to 
the premises of the plaintiff and made the 
report produced. Ife found the value of 
the stock before the fire to be ls. 6,2 2.85, 
and estimated the value of the stock in t 
store after the fire at Tis. 1,671.75, the 
difference of which sums would make 
the loss sustained ‘is. 4,531.10. The 
furniture aud the clothing upstairs, 
valued before the fire at Tis, 1,336.5) 
was worth afierwards ls.

Cross-examiaed.—It was very easy to 
estimate the stock before the fice if there 
was mainly water damage and little fire in 
the store. ‘The upper floor was practi- 
cally burnt out. There was no stock 
upstairs. ‘There were no gaps indicating 
that goods had been taken away. A 
Chinese safe was damaged by fire. 

S. S. Roberts, of Messrs Butterfield 
aud Swire’s insurance department, do- 
posed that he inspected the premises the 
morning after the fire ; some of the goods 
in the store were singed by fire but mostly 
damaged by water. Witness wont to see 
‘Messrs Smedley, Denham, and Rose, and 
learned they held policies for Tis. 7,500 
and the Hongkong Fire Insurance Co.

F. Sonntag of Messrs. Meyerink and Co., 
agents to the Western Insurance, said the 
plaintiffs effected a policy with his company 
for Tis, 3,000, Ho had a copy of the original 
but the original policy was sent .o London 
a week after the fire. 

Objection was raised to further evidence 
with regard to this policy and is Lordship 
remarked that it was un extraordinary 
thing to send a policy to London. On the 
application of Mr, Teesda e the question as 
to this policy was reserved until after the 
adjournment, Mr. Teesdaleaud Mr, Wilkin- 
sou both svying they expected to cee the 
policy in Court that morning.

In reply to his Worship Mr. El.is waid he 
had received no instructions to appear for 
the first nccused. 

His Worship reeled Constalte Regan 
‘and Datsram Haswram, two witnesses for 
the. prosecution, aud read over: their 
evidence, Each wituess said the evidence 
was correct. 

Dr. Marsh stated tht on the 19th 
instant he saw the complainant at the 
hospital. ‘Phe injured man wis an Indian 
named Neenoom il Tarathdas.  Witno-s 
discovered 9 sca'p wound on the foreleg 
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and partly amongst the hair of the scalp. 
‘Tho wound led down to the bone aud. had 
irregular brui ed edges to which sume 
particles of dust, resembling brick dust 
were adhering. "The wound hd been 
dressed and partly at!ended to by the sister 
Lefore witn-ss saw the patient. It was, 
however, n cessary fur witues to fi 
dressing the wound and he did so. There 
was no evidence of f-acture of the skull, 
but there were symptoms cf ¢ mcussion 
of the braiu, The symptoms were not msk- 
ed, but witness formed the impression that 
the man was suffering from concussion of 
the brain to a certain degree. Iu his 
opinion a blow of the force of the one the 
man had received might have fractured 
the skull if it bad been received on other 
parts of the skull, say to the right or be- 
low.

AN EDUCATIONAL 
PERIL. 
: 80th June, 

Ir has long ‘been noticed by the 
generation of Chinese who hap, 
to be in power, that when they send 
their promising youths to foreign 
lands to be educated, results are 
liable to follow which are not only 
not “nominated in the bond,” but 
which are unwelcome and intolerable. 
It was a somewhat premature dis- 
covery of this disagreeable fact which 
led early in the eighties to the recall 
of the Chinese who had been sent 
to America, Upon their arrival in 
China the disease was found to be 
even more deeply seated than was 
supposed, and the subsequent edu- 
cational career of these youths was 
embittered by the harshness of con- 
servative ani indignant Taotais, and 
by a general Inck of sympathy with 
the newcult, 

The policy of sending Chinese to 
Japan to be edneated is of long 
standing, and has been alternately 
favoured and denounced. It is now 
more popular and more inevitable 
than ever, yet it is well known that 
the Empress Dowager and many 
high officials look upon the expedient 
as one bristling with potential 
dangers. No amount of the most 
rigid quarantine can exclude what is 
borne to us in the air, and Japanese 
air during the past year and a-half 
has been heavily charged with much 
that is new in China, and as un- 
desirable us new. It is not a recent 
phenomenon only that Chinese stu- 
dents in Government schools not 
infrequently take the bit in their 
teeth, and run away with all the 
proprieties, Sometimes the occasion 
is an obnoxious instructor, some- 
times it may be an undesirable study 
—perhaps an unpopular bill of fare. 
Occasion lly a provincial institution 
has to b: close! up altogether, to 
eliminate the troublesome malcon- 
tents—and is perhaps reopened later 
under different auspices, 

With the growing consciousness 
of their own’ power, the students 
scatiéred throughout China will 
tend to become increasingly unified 
in thought and feeling. Many of them 
have a strong national feeling which 
they readily mistake for patriotism, 
from which it differs in vital ways, 
These young people want to stand 





up for China, and want Ohina to 
stand up for herself, though neither 
the students nor the country have 
any clear idea as to the real nature 
of China’s wrongs and ills. They 
know that she is big, and old, and 
that she ought to be wise and strong. 
They naturally wish to have her 
so, though they cannot help per 
ceiving hat she is in reality neither, 
How to remedy this gives them 
pause, as it has long done to some of 
the rest of us. 

But their strong feelings must have 
vent, and this is often found in the 
newly introduced college paper, or 
the yet more recent college “ caucus.” 
Here one finds intense sion 
under very little control and an ill- 
regulated or quite unregulated ex- 
pression of erade opinions, the result- 
ant of @ variety of composite forcea, 
The personal influence of leaders 
counts for much, and the contagion of| 
blind enthusiasm is often practically 
irresistible. During the past two 
months these phenomena have bean 
repeatedly exhibited in connection 
with the discussion of the American 
Exclusion laws. Students have held 
meetings, have passed resolutions, 
have had conferences with their in- 
structors, have written reams of 
letters, and have even gone out ona 
“sympathetic strike,” all 02 account 
of conditions in a distant land of 
which ayear ago they never heard, 
for which five years ago nobody cared, 
and in regard to which they have 
even to-day no exact knowledge, and 
for the cure of which they have in 
mind no remedy. Under a purely 
Chinese régime these youths would 
be reprimanded and told to hold 
their tongues, But in the new 
atmosphere which they are now 
breathing they are likely to resent 
control, which, to be efficient, must 
be wise, firm, and prompt, Heno>- 
forth, we take it, the heads of Chinese 
educational establishments, whether 
for young men or young women, will 
find their task increasing in difficu ty. 
The cultivation of the talent for taik 
and for destructive criticism, while 
the talent for prudent action is yet 
in embryo, is a serious dauger. 

China has long since found reason 
to try to suppress all Secret Socie- 
ties, ‘although it has always failed 
to achieve the result. It will be un 
evil day if the Government feels 
impelled to strangle its schools,

It is difficult at this mowont for any- 
one who takes even a perfuuctory inter- 
est in politics to judge impartially of the | 
regrettable scene which occurred in the 
House of Commons on Monday. Its 
effect in lowering the prestige of Parlia- 
ment bas uo doubt been exaggerated. 
One worthy ex-Miuister bas declared 
it was the most disgraceful sceve 
witnessed within his forty years’ experi- 
enon of the Honse; but although one 

ot easily extenuate the refusal of 
the waulw Opposition to allow a Mit 
of the Crown to speak, one can rem 
ber an occasion only a few years ago 
when members of the Irish Nationalist 























Party were carried’ out of the House by 





police. And if it be urged that at all 
events Euglish members have never so 
lowered the House before, it may be point- 
ed out that during Lord Salisbury’s last 
Administration some prominent members 
of the Lower House actually’ came ‘to 
blows on ote occasion. It is, of course, & 
serious thing to refuse a hearing to a 
Cabinet Minister and to drive the 
Speaker or his Deputy to the extreme 
remedy of abruptly ending the sitting ; but 
‘one can conceive of circumstances in 
which such » course would be justifiable.

we awaited his northward movenient in 
silence and patience, until, after a short 
rest off the coast of Annam, the euemy 
began to proceed northward. In cou- 
sonance with previous arrangements, we 
dispatched a number of scouting vessels 
to the south, several days before hi 
approach to Japaneso waters, all the 
other portions of the Fleet remaining at 
their respective bases, reudy to fight at 
any moment.
